Sixth grade students in the Coffee 
County Schools are not only begin- 
ning a new semester, they are pio- 
neering a new program - D.A.R.E. 

For those who do not already 
know, D.A.R.E. stands for Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education. 

The D.A.R.E. Program is now be- 
ing added to the sixth grade curricu- 
lum in the county school system - 
Kinston, New Brockton and Zion 
Chapel. 

Students in Kinston were the first 
students to get a “taste” of the new 
program. The cooperative program 
is being administered through a joint 
effort by the Coffee County Board of 
Education and Coffee County Sher- 
iff’s Department. 

Deputy Sheriff Donnie Farris in- 

troduced himself to the students in 
Debbie Nobles’ class as Deputy Far- 
ris. 
Farris will be serving as the 
D.A.R.E. Officer for Coffee County 
and will have class time with each of 
the sixth grade classes in the three 
county schools. He will be in each of 
the schools one day a week for the 
next seventeen weeks. 

Farris gave the students a brief 
overview of what the program would 
be about and what to expect. 

He told them that this program

The decision was made by family 
members with full confidence it is 
what Adam would have wanted, if 
the decision had been his to make. 
However, they never dreamed it 
would become a reality, and there- 
fore the matter had never been dis- 
cussed with him, Others may now 
realize a need to decide these matters 
in advance and have limited or in 
depth discussions with other family 
members on this option. 

Adam’s heart was transplanted 
out-of-state. Five other transplants 
took place in Alabama. Last week a 
letter was received from the Al- 
abama Organ Center in Birmingham 
updating the family on the trans- 
plants. 

A portion of the letter is reprinted 
below with both parent’s permission. 
They have agreed to share this very 
personal part of their life because of 
the many friends who have come 
forward to share their grief, 

It reads: “Adam was a heart, liv- 
er, kidney and cornea donor. His 
heart was given to another young 
person, a teenager with a heart 
problem called cardiomyopathy, 
The transplant was successful, and 
the young man is recovering, 
Adam's liver was transplanted 
into a young lady with liver dis- 
ease, and she is doing well at this 
time. His right and left kidneys 
were successfully transplanted, 
Both of the recipients were men,

Authorities continue search 
for missing Enterorise man

The search for a missing Enter- 
prise man continues with authorities 
having very little to go on.

Family members discovered

There have been both a ground 
and aerial search made of the area 
Where Bryan was last thought to 
have been working. Both searches 
revealed no clues as to his wherea- 
bouts or that there had been any foul 

lay. 

4 During the last week, a portion of 
Pea River has been dragged in the 
vicinity of Weeks Bridge located on 
Co, Rd, 248. Also, boats have trav- 
eled the river from Weeks Bridge to 
the boat landing in Elba. Neither 
search revealed a body or any clues, 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates, the search of 
the river was considered to be a rou- 
tine part of the investigation, Weeks 
Bridge is less than four miles from 
where Bryan was last thought to 
have been, 

Bryan is described as a white 
male, approximately 5'-11" in height 
and weighing between 185 and 200 
pounds with brown hair and eyes, 

He was last seen wearing a light 
blue and navy flannel shirt, blue 
jeans and ankle high suede boots. 

Family and friends of Mr, Bryan 
are offering a reward of up to 
$10,000.00 for information leading 
to the discovery or whereabouts of 
Mr, Bryan. The District Attorney's 
Office is offering an additional 
$1,000.00,

Reflecting on Second District Milestones for 1995 


Forthe Second Congressional 
District of Alabama, 1995 was a year 
of change and challenge. 

We turned back a national 
assault on the peanut program, and 
successfully fought for needed 
growth in our local defense jobs, 

The year began with a poten- 
tial challenge to Maxwell-Gunter and 
Fort Rucker from the Pentagon's 
base closure commission. While 
both vital military bases were quickly 
spared the ax, we were saddened to 
learn of the closure of Fort McClellan 
in North Alabama. All in all, our 
Second District military bases actu- 
ally fared well in 1995, 

The defense bill which has 
just been completed by Congress 
allocates some $178 million in funds 
I requested for military mission 
growth and defense contractor work 
in Southeast Alabama, 

Tallassee’s Dow-United 
Technologies aircraft composite 
parts plant, forexample, will be build- 
ing 60 additional UH-60 black hawk 
military helicopters, providing 
enough aircraft for our nation’s fu- 
ture needs, 

Pike County's Lockheed 
Martin missile assembly facility will 
be working at a robust pace to ac- 
commodate orders for 750 more 
Hellfire Il missiles and 557 Javelin 
missiles as we move into 1996. Both 
facilities are important toournation’s 
defense and are significant employ- 
ers in Southeast Alabama. 

In Montgomery, Maxwell Air 
Force Base and Gunter Annex were 
the beneficiaries of an Air Force 
restructuring plan which will even- 
tually locate 275 additional com- 
puter and software jobs to the mili- 
tary facility, 

Gunter Annex was also tapped 
this year .o host the contract of the 


new service-wide Defense Commis- 
sary Information System bringing in 
60 more jobs. 

Fort Rucker also made news 
during the year as I joined forces with 
local leaders in staving off Pentagon 
attempts to move approximately 200 
jobs from Rucker to Yuma Proving 
Ground, Arizona. By year’s end, we 
successfully convinced Army Secre- 
tary Togo West that Fort Rucker was 
the best home for the Army’s Avia- 
tion Technical Test Center (ATTC) 
and it should not be moved. 

We metearlier in the year with 
over 200 workers who would be dras- 
tically affected by the ATTC’s pro- 
posed move to Arizona and we prom- 
ised them that we would fight to keep 
the ATTC at Rucker, We were pleased 
to make good on that promise. In fact, 
not only did we finally halt the move 
of the ATTC, but we successfully 
convinced the Army Secretary to move 
as many as 50 jobs from Edward's Air 
Force Base in California to Fort 
Rucker, 

Wiregrass farmers, meanwhile, 
braced for the worst as Congress 
threatened to eliminate the USDA's 
peanut program, a base for thousands 
of jobs in Southeast Alabama, After 
tough negotiations which concluded 
recently, I joined other lawmakers in 
drafting compromise legislation that 
saves the program while placating the 
reformers, As I write this column, the 
peanut legislation is pending on pas- 
sage of the seven-year federal bal- 
anced budget. 

As the Second Session of the 
historic 104th Congress begins, we 
can be sure that another year of dra- 
matic change awaits us. 

I look forward meeting the 
changes and the challenges of 1996 
and shall continue my effort to keep 
you informed of them here.

The Democrats have been

Beware of airline job scams 


One of the most common areas of 
scams in the past few years has been 
in the advertising for ‘jobs.’ We 
have repeatedly warned folks in the 
Elba area and all throughout South- 
er Alabama that they should be- 
ware of advertising which claims: 

*"Overseas” jobs 

*"Work at Home” jobs 

*"Postal” or “Government” jobs 

And lately we have seen the re- 
tum of ads which claim to offer 
wonderful opportunities working for 
the airlines. You see a Help Wanted 
ad which says, “Airline Flight Atten- 
dant", It says that they have immedi- 
ale Openings on corporate or com- 
mercial jets and provide training, full 
benefits, etc. The job sounds won- 
derful, so you telephone them (usual- 
ly in another city), 

The people on the other end ask 


you many questions about yourself. 
The conversation goes very well, 
and they tell you they will call you 
back, 

Sure enough, next day you get a 
call and are told that although they 
had “over 100 applicants,” they have 
“good news.” You have been ap- 
proved for another interview, and 
your chance for one of their terrific 
Jobs appears excellent. 

Now, here’s the catch, They want 
you to fly to the interview in a dis- 
tant city like Miami or Las Vegas. 
The company says that they will pay 
for 2/3rds of your air fare, but they 
feel that their new employees (hint, 
hint) should pay one third of the 
ticket price. Often this is between 
$150 and $250! They ask you to im- 
mediately send the money to them 
by one of the “overnight” services 
because “the training class starts 
very soon,” 

Sadly, we hear from young peo- 
ple who borrowed money from their 
parents or friends, followed all the 
instructions, sent the cash immedi- 
ately, and then tell us that they never 
received anything in return. No tick- 
ets, no job offers...nothing! They try 
to call the company’s phone number, 
after a few days, but it is disconnect- 
ed. The mail goes to a rented “drop 
box” which also closes in a few 
weeks, 

In fact, the airline industry is hav- 
ing hard times right now, with many 
airlines laying off workers, And real 
airlines don’t ask for money in ad- 
vance for their jobs, 

We need to hear from any victims 
of such a scam in Southern Ala- 
bama. They need to put together a 
brief letter describing their experi- 
ences and send it, with copies of the ° 
ad, cancelled checks and any other 
paperwork, to our BBB office at 
P.O, Box 55268, Birmingham, AL 
35255-5268.

MOVE UNDERWAY FOR NEUTRAL FIELDS IN FINALS 


AHSAA Executive Director Dan Washbum drew a lot of attention re- 
cently when he stated it might be time for the state to look at holding all 
state championship games in high school football at neutral sites. Wash- 
burn reported that in the past two years the home teams won every single 
championship game in 1A-5A, and threw out the notion that perhaps the 
state should consider moving the games to college fields and holding 
more than one game at one location. Up in Tennessee the state champion- 
ship games are held over a two day span at Vanderbilt, and many other 
states have also moved their title games to one site. I would be in favor of 
holding the games at neutral sites, but would like for the AHSAA to look 
at maybe holding the games at three different sites. The 1A-2A games 
could play at Cramton Bowl, in Montgomery, while the 3A-4A could 
meet at Tuscaloosa and the SA-6A meet at Auburn. The sites could be 
changed for the classes every year to let the various schools see all the 
State’s stadiums, and the games could be played on Friday night and Sat- 
urday night. I’m sure the folks in Birmingham would object if Legion 
Field wasn’t used; however, Birmingham is no longer the “Football Ca 
ital of the South,” or even the state. If natural grass is left at Legion Field 
it could be added to the rotation; however, fields with artificial turf should 
never be used! If there is money to be made from the change, look for it to 
happen sooner than you think. 


NOTES IN PASSING.... 


*When Auburn beat Coastal Carolina back before the holidays it was 
just a win over a team that many Auburn fans knew nothing about. That 
wasn’t the case for many Elba Tiger fans; however, because one of the 
players on the Coastal Carolina team was Elba’s own David Yelverton. 
Yelverton transferred out of junior college back in the summer and has al- 
ready earned playing time with the Division I club. He saw limited action 
in the loss to Aubum, but did hit a three-pointer, and showed promise of 
much better days ahead. 

*A Mobile Svan wrote last year when Cliff Ellis was named as 
Auburn’s head basketball coach that three things were certain to happen. 
(1) Auburn’s schedule would get much easier to insure a winning record; 
(2) fan support would fall and home games would not be sell-outs; and (3) 
the Tigers would be on their way to NCAA probation. The first two pre- 
dictions have come true, and some fans feel that #3 is also on the way. El- 
lis was a coach in Mobile for years at South Alabama, and apparently that 
sportswriter got to know him pretty well. 

*It was a joke that the Elba Tigers failed to place any players on the All- 
State team chosen by the Alabama Sportswriters Association. Elba was as 
good as any 3A team in the state entering the playoffs and was deserving 
of ut least two spots on the team, if not more, Rudy Free was as good as 
avy linebacker in the state in any class and proved it by making All-State 
in two large daily newspapers, while Chris Tyson had the credentials with 
over 1,000 ards rushing and 21 touchdowns to be included. Leray Smed- 
ley ceuinad 4 punts for touchdowns and was one of the state’s most dan- 
gerous return men, and could have also made the list, not to mention Todd 
Hooks, who was without a doubt the state’s most under-rated player in 
any classification, Oh well, obviously I didn’t get a vote, 

*Why not hold an All-Star game for the players within the state? I was

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Commission approves subdivision plat

The Coffee County Commission 
voted to “tentatively ” approve the 
preliminary plat on Sandy Oaks Sub- 
division in Monday's meeting. 

Commissioners voted 5 to 1 in fa- 
vor of approving the plat. Commis- 
sioner Bernest Brooks cast the lone 
dissenting vote. Commissioner 
Randy Lunsford was out of town due 
to an illness in his family. 

Originally, the preliminary plat 
was ved by the commission on 
February 13, 1995 after being sub- 
mitted by Porter A. Lunsford. 

The plat had been reviewed by 
then county engineer Mark Pool, and 
was certified as meeting all require- 
ments as set forth by the county’s 
subdivision regulations. 

Lunsford’s preliminary plans call 
for the construction of a 39-unit 
townhouse complex. 

Since that meeting eleven months 
ago, residents who own single-home 
dwellings in the subdivision adjoin- 
ing the property have been trying to 
get the project halted. They have 
been to the City of Enterprise and 
eventually, the matter wound up in 
court. 

As a result of their efforts, Circuit 
Judge William Barr ordered the 
commission to hold a public hearing 
on the matter. That hearing was held 
Monday moming, December 18th. 

A large group of the Harrand 
Creek community was on-hand to 
voice their opposition to the pro- 
posed subdivision. 

At the conclusion of that hearing, 
the commission voted for all parties, 
and/or their attorneys, to meet with 
the county attomey, Mark Fuller, in 


an attempt to reach a compromise 
solution to the problem. 

In Monday’s meeting, Fuller re- 
ported to the commissioners that he 
had met with Mike Brock, attorney 
for the Harrand Creek group, and 
Jim Weatherford, attorney for the de- 
velopers; however, no agreement 
was reached. 

Two residents of the Harrand 
Creek community, Donna Thomp- 
kins and Jim Lance, addressed the 
commission conceming the pro- 
posed subdivision before the vote 
was taken. 

Ms. Thompkins voiced concern 
that the developers had not met all 
the criteria set forth in the subdivi- 
sion regulations and urged commis- 
sioners not to approve the plat. 

She also re-stated the group’s 
concern for the safety and security of 
the community’s children due to the 
increased traffic flow through their 
subdivision, devaluation of property, 
and damage to the area wetlands 
causing flooding. 

Lance urged the commissioners 
to take the initiative in acting on this 
matter, using their best judgement 
and not that of their attorney and en- 
gineer. 

After the motion was made and 
seconded by Commission Chairman 
Robert Stephens and Commissioner 
Wendell Black, respectively, to ap- 
prove the preliminary plat, Black 
asked the engineer and county attor- 
ney if they knew of any reason the 
plat should not be approved. 

“T can’t find anything that the de- 
veloper has not done,” said County 
Engineer Tindell. “I see no reason 
that the request not be approved.” 

The county’s attorney concurred 


with Tindell’s opinion. 

The commission approved Luns- 
ford’s preliminary plat. 

Stephens stressed the fact that 
throughout the construction of the 
subdivision, the developer will have 
to follow and adhere to all the re- 
quirements set forth in the county’s 
regulations. 

Later, during the general business 
session of the commission meeting, 
Commissioner Brooks voiced his 
opinion concerning the plat approv- 
al. He was the developer in the Har- 
rand Creek community subdivision. 

“T feel bad about what has hap- 
pened here today,” he said. “We 
need to develop some kind of plan or 
zoning regulations so we won't 
have this problem again.” 

Brooks made a motion that a 
study committee be appointed by the 


commission to ly a strategic | 
to) 


plan for the county. Commissioner 
Bill Faulk seconded Brooks’ motion. 

However, Faulk amended 
Brooks’ motion stating that the com- 
mission study the need of appoint- 
ing such a committee before doing 
so. The amended motion passed 
unanimously. 

In another matter, Norman Hup- 
pert addressed the commission con- 
cerning Co. Rd. 717. 

Huppert told commissioners that, 
in his opinion, the crown in the mid- 
dle of the road was too high thus 
making the road extremely hazard- 
ous to travel in wet conditions. 

County Engineer Tindell ac- 
knowledged that the road did have a 
high crown as most of the dirt roads

A press conference was held in 
Opp Tuesday afternoon by law 
enforcement officials announcing 
several arrests in the war against 
drugs.

aos Jerry J. Kilpatrick, 30, of Opp, 


Count one of the indictment 
charges all the above individuals 
with conspiracy to distribute and 
possess with intent to distribute 
methamphetamine in the Middle 
District of Alabama and elsewhere, 
including but not limited to, Phenix, 
AZ, and Gulfport, MS, from on or 
about January 1989, and continuing 
to the filing of the indictment. 

Davis and Kilpatrick are both 
charged in count two and three with 
using and carrying a firearm during 
and in relation to a drug trafficking 
crime, respectively. 

In counts four and five, Carrie 
Scott is charged with removing prop- 
erty to prevent seizure and structur- 
ing a financial transaction in order to

evade statutory reporting require- 
ments, respectively. 

Count six charges Davis, Mooney 
and Solomon with possessing 
methamphetamine with intent to dis- 
tribute. 

Finally, count seven seeks the 
forfeiture on certain real and person- 
al property on the grounds that it re- 
flected the proceeds of illegal 
activity and that it facilitates the 
illegal activity. 

hould the named defendants be 
convicted of conspiracy or possess- 
ion of methamphetamine with intent 
top distribute, they face a maximum 
sentence of life in prison with a min- 
imum of ten years, They also face a 
maximum fine of $4,000,000.00,
